The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art fails to teach or suggest the limitation wherein an organic 
electroluminescent device comprises seven transparent dielectric layers which 
alternately have a high refractive index with a refractive index greater than 1 .7 and a low 
refractive index with a refractive index less than or equal to 1 .7, the seven layers 
including four high refractive index layers and three low refractive index layers, formed 
on the cathode electrode of the device, wherein the four layers have an increasing layer 
thickness starting from a first layer bordering the cathode electrode, as required by 
independent claims 1 and 4. 

Claims 3, 6-8, 11 -1 2, and 1 4-24 are allowed based on their dependence from 
claims 1 and 4.
